Announcement was made this 
week by Ralph S. Dunne, presi- 
dent of the Narberth Civic Asso- 
ciation, that ''Our Town." found- 
ed and published lor thirteen years 
by that body had been sold to 
Philip A. Livingston. 

The completion of the sale of 
the paper brings to a close the 
activities of the association, which 
voted in November to disband. A 
check in payment of the good- 
will and publishing rights of "Our 
Town" was recently delivered to 
Mr. Dunne by the purchaser. 

Of the funds in possession of 
the association, $1000 is being dis- 
tributed to various local organiza- 
tions. Two hundred and fifty 
dollars is to be given to each of 
the following: The Library, the 
Fire Company, the Boy Scouts 
and the Building Fund of the 
Women's Community Club. A 
part of the remainder will be de- 
voted to the erection of a flag pole 
on the Playground. 

The new owner of "Our Town" 
has been in active charge of its 
publication since March, 1 0:2 1 . He 
edited the paper while attending 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
and upon graduation assumed full 
publishing duties. Since then two 
other papers have been added 
which, together with "Our Town," 
form a compact group of weeklies

She proceeded from the 
axiom that works of art survive, 
only when they are of significance 
in the life of their time. Thus the 
primitive man decorated the things 
most necessary to him — : his weap- 
ons and his household utensils. So, 
too, in the Middle Ages -when relig- 
great art developed in the beautify- 
ing of churches. Today life is indus- 
trial and commercial. Most -current 
painting and sculpture are unre- 
lated to these forces and so lack 
vitality. Architecture, on the con- 
trary, by adapting itself to the needs 
of business and 'industry ■without 
losing dignity and bearaty, has 
achieved real meaning. Certain 
ccrties, however, are making through 
their museums a real contact be- 
tween their citizens and art that 
array result in niey developments, 
she said.

Women are still novices in poli- 
tics and as yet are not really fit 
to hold office. This was the state- 
ment last Wednesday, of Mrs. 
Herman L. Schwartz, of Wynne- 
wood, prominent in the League 
of Women Voters and active in 
Lower Merion politics, in a speech 
given before the Norristown 
branch of the League of Women 
Voters. 

Mrs. Schwartz is chairman of 
the legislative committee of the 
Pennsylvania League of Women 
Voters, and last spring at the May 
primaries she was elected Repub- 
lican committee woman from the 
North Ardmore district in the town- 
ship. 

"Women are slowly but surely 
developing politically," she told 
her listeners, "but they are by no 
means a power yet. They have 
a lot to learn and they are as yet 
not really fitted to be office hold- 
ers. They are not proficient in 
group thinking and action. They 
must learn how to be loyal to the 
group." 

Mrs. Schwartz referred to Sec- 
retary Mellon as Pennsylvania's 
new political leader. She also 
spoke of State and county polit- 
ical problems. She told the 
women to watch who will be 
selected as candidates at the next 
primary election in the county, 
particularly in the creation of a 
new judgeship. 

''Get behind the right group," 
she advised. "It is just such 
groups as you who have so much 
to do with the proper molding of 
public opinion. Public opinion is 
the highest tribunal there is."

in case another alarm 
should come in. 

To remedy this condition, the 
fire chiefs at their conference 
agreed that on future calls out of 
their immediate districts they will 
take with them only their "pump- 
ers," leaving the chemicals and 
other pieces of apparatus behind 
for second alarms. 

The installation of a central fire 
alarm system for Lower Merion 
and Narberth also came up for dis- 
cussion. This has been proposed 
often in the past in order that the 
nearest company may be sent out 
on a fire. This would eliminate 
Cynwyd answering an alarm that 
is in Narberth's territory and the 
vice versa. 

The fire chiefs were informed, 
that such a central system would 
cost $12,000 for installation. As 
this money is now not available 
from either Lower Merion nor 
Narberth, the project was drop- 
ped temporarily. 

The old question between t'he Cyn- 
wyd and the Narberth companies as 
to which should answer alarms from 
south side Merion came up once more. 
Chief Hettenbach, of Cynwyd, inform- 
ed the meeting that the difficulty Tiad 
been settled by mutual agreement. 
Cynwyd, when it gets a call from Soufh 
Merion, now informs the Narberth 
company before it goes out so that 
both may make a run to the scene. 

At the suggestion of Superintendent 
of Police Charles Smith all active mem- 
'bers of the various fire companies will 
be given a distinctive emblem to put on 
their automobiles near the license tags. 
This will eliminate all trouble which 
now arises when the township police 
take the numbers of all cars parked 
illegally near to the fires. This is ex- 
pected to enable volunteers who go to 
fires in their own machines to enter 
the fire lines without fear of being 
handed summonses by the police.

TOWNSHIP COMMISSIONERS 
RAIS E PAY OF POLICE 

Increase Will Be Borne in Part by 
Narberth. 
Increases in pay for almost the 
entire Lower Merion police 
force were authorized by the 
Township ■ Commission at its 
meeting Wednesday night in the 
township building in Ardmore. 
The new wage scale goes into ef- 
fect as of February 1, and is in- 
cluded in the budget in the ordi- 
nance, which was passed on first 
reading. 

The increase will affect Nar- 
berth, because of the fact that the 
borough, a part of the township 
police system, pays a part of the 
general expense, in addition to the 
salaries of three patrolmen. 

It is estimated that the new 
scale will cost Narberth in the 
neighborhood of $500 per year 
more. 

Lieutenant Ignatius Mullin's 
pay is raised from $2400 to $3000, 
and Lieutenant Albert Miller's 
present pay of $2100 is raised to, 
$2400. The four sergeants pay 
is raised from $2000 to $2200 a 
year. 

The present pay for new patrol- 
men will be unchanged, at $135 a 
month. Officers who remain on 
the force more than six months 
will receive $160 a month, upon 
approval of the Police and Fire 
Committee. At present it is 
necessary for an officer to remain 
on the force a full year before he 
receives additional pay, which is 
$150 a month. The new scale will 
mean $10 a month more for most 
of the force. 



Blood was shed in Narberth's 
Little Italy last Sunday night, and 
a riot call to Ardmore was needed 
to quell the disturbance. 

A pitched battle in the mud 
took place at 214 Woodbine ave- 
nue, in which a hatchet, knife and 
teeth were the principal weapons. 
Hundreds of people swarmed 
about the spot, but a riot call to 
police headquarters was necessary 
to quell the disturbance. 

Six more or less damaged com- 
batants, all suffering from the ef- 
fects of too much quaffing at the 
cup, were hauled to Ardmore. 
Magistrate Fred Walzer held a 
preliminary hearing Sunday night. 

It was found that Deangelo 
Cinamore was suffering from a 
slight fracture of the skull from 
the blow of a hatchet. His wife 
was badly cut and bruised and had 
received internal injuries. The 
others taken into custody were 
Antonio diPhillippe and his wife, 
and Antonio di Nado and his wife 
— the latter couple from Philadel- 
phia. 

The arrests were made after a 
personally conducted attack by 
Lieutenant Mullin, assisted by 
Sergeant Wintz and Officer 
Waters. The three policemen 
struggled in Brick Row mud 
waist dee]) to separate the strug- 
gling figures. One woman had 
bitten a big piece out of the arm 
of one of the assailants. Another 
was brandishing a shoemaker's 
hatchet, which had already dam- 
aged one head. 

At a further hearing Monday 
night, Magistrate Walzer held the 
diPhillippes v*md diNados in 
.f,10,000 bail for court under a 
charge of aggravated assault and 
battery with intent to kill.
